Approximately $85,000, collected 
by the United Railways during the 
three weeks last February when an 
8 cent fare was in effect under the

Assistant Attorney - General 
Smith B. Atwood was in St. Louis 
yesterday investigating the law 
and facts, and proposes to inter- 
vene in the United Railways re- 
ceivership case in Federal Judge 
Faris’ court with a motion askiry 
an order on the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., which bought the rail- 
ways Aug. 1, to delivér the funds 
to the State. — 

Basis of State’s Claim. 

The Assistant Attorney-General 
i proceeding on the theory that a 
ruling by three Federal Judges 
i. Kansas City suspending Judsz 
Reeves’ order, under which the’ 8- 
cent fare was charged temporarily, 
was proof the company was not 
entitled to retain the excess col- 
lected, even though the car riders 
did not take the:trouble to save 
the receipts for the extra penny 
of fare and collect from the com- 
pany. 

There being no individual right 
to the funds and as the company 
is not legally entitled to them, the 
State will contend the money 
should revert to the State Treasury. 
Anyway the State is going to try 
to get it. 

If the state should be successful 
in obtaining the order fbr the mon- 
ey, the $85,000 would go into the 
escheats fund of the State, where 
it would be held for 20 years, Any 
person who held a receipt for the 
excess fare paid could in that time 
apply to the State for reimburse- 
ment. At the end of 20 years what- 
ever remained of the sum would 
go into the State Treasury and be 
subject to appropriation by § the 
Legislature. 

Few Asked for or Kept Receipts. 

The system adopted by the com 
pany was to give receipts to nas- 
sengers who asked for them. Few 
passengers troubled to ask for re- 
ceipts, each of which was worth 
one cent when presented at the 
company’s offices at Thirty-ninfth 
street and Park avenue, only’in the 
event the higher fare was sus- 
pended. There was no assurance 
at the time they would be worth 
anything and even if they became 
of value a passenger would have 
to save 14 receipts to equal the cost 
of street car transportation to and 
from the offices to make the col- 
lectiona 

As a result, when the fare was 
returned to 7 cents the company 
was required to redeem less than 
$2000 of the receipts, and until the 
Attorney-General stepped in it ap- 
peared that there would be no in- 
terference with it in its possession 
of the money. 

It is expected the motion wii! 
be filed by the State within che 
next 10 days. 

Collections under the present 8- 
cent fare are not involved in the 
State’s proposed procedure, the 
present fare having the approval of 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion.

SACCQ AND VANZETTI LOSE 


SISTER ARRIVES 
FROM ITALY 10 
VISIT VANZETTI 


Has No Intention of Seeing 
Gov. Fuller to Make Ap. | 
peal for Condemned Man, 
She Says at Pier. 


CARRIES MESSAGE 
FROM HIS PARENTS 


Two Hundred Sympathizers 
Without Banners Meet 
Aquitania at Dock; Police 

on Guard Duty. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—Miss Lui- 
gia Vanzetti, sister of Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, awaiting execution ‘in 
Boston with Nicola Sacco, arrived 
today on the Aquitania, to act “as 
a sister and not as a propagandist.” 

Miss Vanzetti, who was met at 
the pier by 200 sympathizers, said 
through an interpreter that she had 
no idea of going before Gov. Fuller 
of Massachusetts. Her purpose in 
coming to this country, she said, 


was to see her brother and convey 
to him a message of love and sym- 
pathy from his parents, younger 
brother and sister in Italy. She said 
she would try to induce him to sce 
a priest and return to the faith of 
his childhood. Vanzctti, as well as 
Sacco, is_a professed atheist. She 
said she felt confident that coment 
thing would stop the execution. 

No banners were - carried ~ by 
members of the delegation at the 
pier. The crowds were orderly, but 
25 patrolmen and a squad of de- 
tectives had been assigned to 
guard the pier. 

Father Opposed Her Trip. 

Miss Vanzetti' said her aged 
father had attempted to dissuade 
her from coming because he had 
no belief there would be a re- 
prieve, but that her brother, sister, 
friends and neighbors had urged 
her coming. 

“My father is very pessimistic,” 
she replied to questions whether 
she bore any message from the 78- 
year-old storekeeper to his’ son. 
“He did not want me to leave Italy, 
but when it was finally determined 
I should go, he said he hoped I 
would come back with m3 brother.” 

Miss Vanzetti was asked if other 
members of her family held radical 
beliefs, like those of her brother 
in Boston. 

“We are not radicals,” she said. 
“Tt is not possible to live in Italy 
and be’ radical. We never thought 
of being radical. My father did 
not like some of the letters my 
brother wrote from America be- 
cause they were not in the way we 
think. And he scolded him for be- 
ing so young and unwise.” 

Speaks in Low Voice. 

Miss Vanzetti is of middle age, 
almost blond, and lined of face. 
During the interview on shipboard 
she answered questions in \a low 
voice, fingering a gold medallion 
of the Madonna that hung around 
her neck. She smiled but once, 
and that was when the reporters, 
in’ leaving, asked the interpreter 
to tell her she had impressed them 
with her quiet courtesy. 

“T came only to see my brother,” 
she said. “I do not know anything 
wbout the Governor, and do not 
know whether it is right for me to 
go and see him. But if he would 
like to see me, I will go. 

“T know that my presence will 
make no change ‘in the case, but 
I hope that I may do some good. 
I feel inside of me there is still a 
chance my brother will be- freed.” 

Brother Asked to See Her. 

Miss Vanzetti said that she had 
written her brother many times to 
know if he wanted her to come to 
America, but always he had re- 
plied, “It is useless for you to 
come.” On July 24, however, she 
said, he at last cabled for her and 
she began her preparations imme- 
diately. 

Asked why her father was 50 
pessimistic, she said he had lived 
in California before his marriage 
and had not found life there to his 
liking. 

“He said there was no chance for 
my brother,” she continued, “as 
the Americans hated the Italians. 
That was the idea he took back to 
Italy with him. But ! still have 
hope. T do not know what to base 
iton. There is a feeling in myself, 
it is a fate. I have prayed much. 
I am a Catholic and when a thing 
is going to happen, It happens. That 
is why I feel I should have hope.”

dence, which was denied subject 
to the exceptions of the defend- 
ants, duly entered and argued in 
this court. On April 5, 1927, 
these exceptions were overruled. 
The argument for the defend- 
ants was full and exhaustive, 
covering every error claimed to 
have been committed either at 
the trial or any subsequent pro- 
ceeding, and it was decided as a 
matter of law there was evidence 
which would warrant a jury in 
finding the defendants guilty. 
On April 9. 1927, sentence of 
death Was imposed in accord- 
ance with G. L. 8S. 265 V. 2. The 
defendants were delivered to the 
Sheriff in execution of their sen- 
tence, and application for execu- 
tive clemency was Made under 
the provisions of Chapter 2, Sec- 
tion 1, Article 8, Constitution of 
the Commonwealth. The appli- 
cation having been denied, the 
defendants on Aug. 6, 1927, filed 
a motion for a new trial on 
ground of newly discovered evi- 
dence and for revocation of sen- 


the trial Judge refused. not only 
to rule as requested by the de- 
fendants, but denied the motions, 
and the defendants~ excepted, 
“raising the questio presented 
by the record in the ‘first of the 
cases at bar. 

New Trial Motios Too Late. 

It is. contended at the affi- 
davits in support Pr the motions 
show + such oe eee 
them by the presiding judge at 
the trial on the merits that they 
have been deprived of their con- 
stitutional rights to a trial by 
judges “as free and impartial as 
the lot of humanity will admit.” 
By the common law as amended 
by the Statute of 1922 a mo- 
tion for a new. trial in capital 
cases comes too late if made 
after sentence has been pro- 
nounced. It is within the limi- 
tation expressed in the statute. 

We now come to so much of 
this motion as asked for a re- 
‘yocation of sentence. The pro- 
ceedings already referred to be- 
fore the motion was filed when 
reviewed showed no error of law 
and the cases were ripe for sent- 
ence or judgment. The jurisdic- 
tion of the trial court ended un- 
der the Statute of 1922 when the 
defendants were committed in 
execution. “An application for 
such revision (motion for revi- 
sion of sentence) is like a motion 
for a new trial.” Commonwealth 
V. Lobel. The defendants there- 
‘fore have failed to show, error. 
The judicial conduct of thé trial 
judge in hearing and deciding 
the motion based on his own al- 
leged bias or prejudice, although 
urged in argument by counsel for 
the defendants, need not be dis- 
cussed because. as we have just 
said, neither the judge nor any 
of his associates had jurisdiction 
to entertain the motion. 

Refusal of Writ of Error. 

The second case is a petition 
for a writ of error filed in this 
court Aug. 6, 1927. It was heard 
and denied, ‘subject to the pett- 
tioners’ exception, by 4 single 
justice on the petition which 
contained the following assign- 
ments of error: 

“1. It appears from the affi- 
davits filed and made a part of 
the record of said cause in the 
Superior Court that the Hon.

trial are plainly wrong.” 

Comment by the Court. 


It is provided by the common 
law as amended by the statutes 
of 1925 that in capital cases a 
writ of error shall not issue un- 
less allowed by a justice of this 
court after notice given to the 
Attorney General or other attor- 
neys of the Commonwealth. 

The wording of the statute is 
clear and must be construed as 
meaning that the issuance of a 
writ of error in a capital case 
rests in the sound judicial dis- 
cretion of the single justice to 

“whom the application is present- 
ed. If we were to decide other- 
wise, the plain intention of the 
Legislature to discourage and 
prevent unnecessary delay would 
be defeated. This appears in 
Note 16 of the draft revision of 
chapter 112 on the proposed re- 
vised statutes, on page 224 in the 
report of the Commissioners to 
revise the “Genera! Statutes of 
the Commonwealth” in 1834 
Our system of criminal proced- 
ure in criminal cases makes am- 
ple provision for the protection 
of the rights of those who are 
charged with the commission of 
crime, by exceptions. by motion 
for a new trial before sentence 
has been passed and by petition 
for a discretionary writ of error 
either before or after sentence. 
It furthermore may be said that 
the assignment of errors of facts 
not being connected with ques- 
tions of jurisdiction is not open 
on the present record.

It is not contended by the pett- 
tioners that the _ single justice 
abused his powers or that his 
action was arbitrary and unjusti- 
fiable. The petition was rightly 
denied. 

Error Coram Nobis Obsolete. 

The third and last case ts a 
petition filed Aug. 16, 1927, ad- 
dressed to the full court for a 
writ of error coram nobis. Prior 
to the enactment of the revised 
statutes our statutes, referring 
to writs of error made no change 
in the mode of procedure at com- 
mon law. Rut’ by the revised 
statutes. in so far as here ma- 
terial. it was provided that a 
writ of error in a capital case 
shall not issue unless granted by 
a single justice of this court and 
this provision has remained un- 
changed. <A pertod of 91 years 
has elapsed since the original 
statute was enacted In 1836 dur- 
ing which time ft bas been unf- 
formly followed. 

We are of opinion that a writ 
of error coram nobis at common 
law has been obsolete in view of 
the express purpose of the Lerits- 
lature as mantfested by the stat- 
ute. We have considered all 
questions presented by the de- 
fendants tn so far as thev are 
pertinent and the result ts. tn 
the first and second cases. the 
exceptions are overruled, while 
in the third ease the petition its 
dismissed. So ordered.

refusal of Justice Sanderson of the 
Supreme Court to grant a writ of 
error. 

The court also denied a peti- 
tion for a writ of error addressed 
to the full bench. 

Pian to go to U. &. Court. 

This appears to exhaust all pos- 
silbilities of action by defense coun- 
sel in the Massachusetts courts.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—The 


National Airways System, whose 
entry, the Air King, liso known as 


the City of Peoria in the Dole 
flight, was disqualified shortly be- 
fore the start of the race Tuesday 
at the Oakland airport, yesterday 
filed a protest with the Department 
of Commerce at Washington 
charging the missing plane, the 
Golden Eagle, had been permitted 
to start with fess gasoline than the 
rules required. 

The protest was in the form of a 
telegram to William McCracken of 
the Department of Commerce at 
Washington, and read: 

“Will you please inaugurate an 
investigation as to why the Golden 
Eagle was permitted to leave the 
airport, carrying only 350 gallons 
of gasoline? “Your representative 
here says that all ships entered in 
the race were figur@i on the basis 
of speed of 90 miles per hour. 

“It was upon this basis that our 
entry, the ‘City of Peoria,’ was dis- 
qualified, carrying 18 gallons more 
than the Golden Eagle. Under the 
rule of a 15 per cent surplus safety 
margin, the Golden Eagle should 
have carried 397 gallons of gaso- 
line. 

“They left with 350 #£gallons, 
which is 47 gallons short of the 
regulations. 

“Bernard Kelly, attorney for the 
National Airways System, and E. 
M. La Gron, business manager.” 

Charges Are Denied. 

In answer to these charges 
George Hearst, publisher of the San 
Francisco Examiner, who entered 
the Golden Eagle; A. M. Rochlen, 
his flight Managef, and W. K. Jay, 
tréasurer 6f the Lockheed Aircraft 
Co. of Los Angeles, builders of the 
plane, declared emphatically that 
in ratio to the cruising speed and 
area, the Golden Eagle carried in 
excess of the 15 per cent safety 
margin. 

“The Golden Bagle had tankage 
for 350 gallons Of gasoline, and it 
was filled to capacity before it 
started.” Rochlen declared. “This 
Amount measured against its cruis- 
ing consumption of less than 10 
gallons an hour, with a speed of 
120 miles an hour gave the plane 
in excess of the 15 per cent safety 
margin required by the rules. 

“We held exhaustive tests of the 
plane. Some of them under the 
direct supérvision of army experts 
from McCook Field and they com- 
piled a chart showing cruising 
speed based on gasoline consump- 
tion.

PROTESTS FOR SACCU 


Says It Would Be “National 
Humiliation” to Regard For- 
eign Agitation in Case.

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 19.— 
Senator William E. Borah of Idaho, 
chairman of the Foreign A ‘fairs 
Committee of the United States 
Senate, last night telegraphed Miss 
Jane Addams, that “it would be a 
national humiliation, a shameless, 
cowardly compromise of national 
courage, to pay the slightest at- 
tention to foreign protests or mob 
protests at home,” against the Sac- 
co-Vanzeti. execution. 

Senator Borah’s telegram read: 

“Your telegram asking me _ as 
chairman to point out to the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts the very 
serious consequences to our inter- 
national relations of the esecution 
of Sacco-Vanzetti received. Dear 
Miss Addams, the fight for Sacco- 
Vanzetti can properly be based on 
innocence or unfair trial and that 
alone. In the testing of that ques- 
tion I would gladly help insofar 
as I could. 

“But it would be a national 
humiliation, a shameless, cowardly 
compromise of national courage, to 
pay the slightest attention to for- 
eign protests or mob protests at 
home. 

“We all know your fine devotion 
to humanity, but neither humanity 
nor peace can be served by de- 
ferring to foreign criticism or mob 
violence in the execution of our 
criminal laws. This foreign inter-

Orchid Collector, Dies 


He Gave Shaw’s Garden 
400 Varieties of Flower, 
Making Its Display the 
Finest: in World. 
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Charles W. Powell, who made 
the Shaw’s Garden orchid collec- 
tion the finest in the world by giv- 
ing it the fruit of his 20 arduous 
years in the jungle, died of heart 
Wisease yesterday at his home in 
Balboa, Canal Zone, at the age of 


73. 
Mr. Powell was a native of Rich- 


mond, Va. He is survived by three 
married sisters, living in Texas. 

He went to Panama as an em- 
ploye of the Canal Zone Health 
Department, but it was his hobby 
of orchid hunting, to whicu he de- 
voted his spare time, tha. made 
him famous among men of science 
the world over. His orchid collec- 
tion has been extolled in many 
textbooks, and the Berlin Botan- 
ical Garden published an entire 
volume about it. Of him the 
Smithsonian Institution reported: 

“The major part of our knowl- 
edge of the orchids of the repub- 
lic of Panama is due to the intelli- 
gence of one man, the result of 
whose labor is a striking illustra- 
tion of what may be accomplished 
by one who has a hobby and fol- 
lows it intelligently. 

“There can scarcely be for any 
tropical country a record of one 
person who has _ contributed so 
much to the knowledge of orchid 
flora, or who has assembled 50 
complete a representation of the 
group. The Powell orchid garden 
at Balboa is one of the most inter- 
esting sights of the Canal Zone and 
botanically is by far the most re- 
markable to be seen there. It is 
something unique in_ tropical 
America, if not in the whole 
world.” 

In March, 1926, Mr. Powell gave 
that garden, with its collection of 
7000 orchids in 400 rare varieties, 
to Shaw's Garden. He had been 
left childless by the death of a 
daughter, and desired the garden 
to be preserved as his monument. 
It was continued as the Panama 
station of Shaw’s, with Powell him- 
self in charge. 

Upon a visit to St. Louis last 
September he pronounced the

“the finest greenhouses I ever 
saw.” 

“T always was interested in flow- 
ers,” Powell said, when questioned 
about his hobby. “I had a lit- 
tle greenhouse at my home in New 
Orleans before I went to the Ca- 
nal Zone. There, too, I wanted 
flowers. Naturally I wanted the 
best: naturally I wanted something 
I had never seen. The answer Was 
orchids.” 

Morning and evenings Powell 
spent in his garden, and holidays 
in the jungle.

The dire 
evils attendant on dieting and re- 
ducing, carried to extremes, or per- 
haps not so extreme, but certainly 
sufficient to cause a serious break- 
down, is illustrated in the cases of 
Anna Fitziu and Estelle Taylor. 
Miss Fitziu, who was. graduated 
from musical comedy to grand 
opera, a2 member of the Chicago 
Civic Opera Company, felt she was 
growing too stout.

If so, will you please tell the 
correct way to autograph photo- 
graphs for girl friends, relations, 
and a boy friend?

It is correct to autograph photo. 
graphs, if you wish to, though 
many people believe that a photo- 
graph without an autograph is 
more personal than a photograph 
with one. As a matter of fact, it 
is reasonable to assume that if we 
know the person well enough to 
have a photograph, we really do 
not need the handwriting and 
name on it to identify it. How- 
ever, all this is personal, and to 
most people the “few well-chosen 
words” on a photograph increase 
its value. 

However, no matter how well 
you know the person, you should 
use the most punctilious- taste 
about what you write on the photo- 
graph.

what you mean 

when you say that if one un- 

derstands an enemy he no longer 
will hate him, 

“IT think hatred is wrong, as you 
say, since it injures the one who 
hates. But it seems the right way 
is just to let your enemy alone and 
forget him. VIRGINIA,” 

Of course, it is humanly natural, 
Virginia to wish to sever all con- 
nection with one you dislike. 

But 1 wonder if that solves the 
problem? It seems to me that the 
very desire to cut off someone in 
that fashion would be strong 
enough to produce the opposite 
effect and cause a bond. 

Hatred is a disruptive, separa- 
tive force which reacts upon its 
source. And the only way to get 
rid of it is to destroy it. Like any 
malighant thing. it can’t simply 
be ignored: it must be destroyed. 

This can be done only by com- 
bating it with something more 
powerful than hatred itself and 
that is love. 

By love I do not mean the warm 
affection you feel for your friends. 

This love is made up partly of 
understanding and partly of 
tolerance and partly of fairness; 
understanding that your enemy is 
just another buman like yourself 
with all the weaknesses you have; 
tolerance of his faults; fairness in 
the sense of being willing to give 
him his due. 

That you may be sure he hates 
you should make no difference in 
your attempting thé high view- 
point’ toward. him. It is from 
your Own heart you. must uproot 
hatred, for it is what you, your- 
self. hold of that deadly emotion 
that. may injure you.

On the other hand the largest 
stockholder of the county water 
company, so far as known, is the 
Community Water Service Co., 
with headquarters in New York, 
which holds 26 per cent of the 
common stock, and G. B. Blanch- 
ard, vice president of the Com- 
munity Water Service Co., has 
stated to the Public Service Com- 
mission that the proposed valua- 
tion is the basis on which the 
company expects to fix rates. 


Comparison in Rates. 

Henby attributes the difference 
in rates in county and city in part 
to natural causes, and in part to 
the fact that the county water 
plant is privately owned, and is 
subject to taxes and other charges 
not made against the city’s mu- 
nicipally owned waterworks, 

Inquiry, made by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, into the difference be- 
tween the county and city water 
rates, has shown that household- 
ers in the county pay 20 to 50 per 
cent more than in the city, and 
that there is a much greater dif- 
ference in the case of larger con- 
sumers. President Henby’‘s state- 
ment that the county rates average 
twice as high as the city’s was 
made in a recent luncheon talk, 
and he gave the same estimate to 
the reporter, with his explanation, 
before he left the city last weex. 


Comparison of Finances. 

“The city is paying little invest- 
ment charge on its present water- 
works plant,” Henby said. “That 
plant is practically paid for. But 
our investment, as a private con- 
cern, costs us an annual fixed 
amount. We pay direct taxes 
amounting to 8 to 10 cents on the 
dollar, of our gross receipts, and 
indirect taxes increase this per- 
centage. A city-owned plant, of 
course, pays no taxes. 

“add to this the fact that, be- 
cause of greater altitude, we must 
pump water at a steam pressure of 
165 pounds, while the city plants 
require only a pressure of 85 to 115 
pounds; and the fact that, supply- 
ing twice the city area, we deliver 
only 6 to 7 per cent as much water 
as the city plant, and it will be 
seen that a very considerable dif- 
ference in cost to the consumer is 
accounted for.” 

Costs to the household consumer 
in the county and the city are dif- 
ficult to compare, because of the 
radical diversity in the system of 
charge. County householders pay 
by meter, for the water they actu- 
ally consume, without regard to the 
purposes for which it is used or 
any detail of residence or plumb- 
ing construction. 


City Householders’ Rates. 

Most city householders pay 4 
“fiat rate,"”” which is based upon 
several factors, the chief 
number of rooms in the house, 
number of bath, sanitary and hose 
connections, front footage of lots, 
and number of automobiles kept 
on the premises. This rate is not 
based on the amount of water con- 
sumed, and is the same for any two 
houses with the same number of 
rooms and the same appurtenances. 


The reporter learned from sev- 
eral county residents the amounts 
paid by them for water last 
year, at the meter rate, and 
then took data upon the size and 
equipment of their respectite 
houses, and computed what the 
city flat rate would be on identical 
homes within the city limits. In 
the case of a Pine Lawn resident 
who paid $15.43, it was found that 
the city charge would be $12. An 
Overland Park bill of $27.48 would 
be $17.10 at the city figures. In 
Webster Groves, where the muni- 
cipality buys water from the wa- 
ter company and adds a percen- 
tage, the difference was greater. 
One paid $42.80 for water for an 
S-room house, which at the city 
rate would have cost $20.90. An- 
other, with a 10-room house, paid 
$62.65, whereas the city charge on 
the same premises would have been 
$22.70.

county water company two years 
ago, striikng an average of 
householders’ water bills for six- 
room, seven-room and eight-room 
houses in Maplewood, University 
City and Clayton. Meter rates then 
were the same as now. Henby ex- 
pressed the opinion that some of 
the houses had been reported as 
having a room or two less than they 
actually had, and said the house- 
holders’ statements as to number 
of rooms had not been checked up. 


In computing the city flat rate 
charge on identical premises, the 
reporter estimated an average 
frontage of 40 feet for lots in Ma- 
plewood, and 50 feet in University 
City and Clayton, and figured on 
an extra sanitary connection and 
two baths in 8-room houses, 

On this basis of computation, the 
comparison was made as follows: 

Maplewood, 6-room houses, paid 
$15.72, city rate would be $12.70; 
7-room houses paid $16.68, city 
rate, $13,40; 8-room houses. pizic 
$18.60, city rate $19.10. 

University City, six rooms paid 
$18, city rate $13.10; seven rooms 
paid 24.60, city rate $13.80; eight 
rooms paid $25.20, city rate $19.50. 

Clayton, six rooms paid $16.92, 
city rate $13.10; seven rooms paid 
$23.64, city rate $13.80; eight 
rooms paid -$27.12, city rate $19.50. 

City Amount Unlimited. 


In all such comparisons, it is to 
be borne in mind that the city 
householder, for his flat-rate pay- 
ment, gets an unlimited amount of 
water, while the county household- 
er must restrict his use of water 
unless he is willing to pay a large 
bill. Engineers have declared the 
city method of charge unscientific 
and wasteful, but social workers 
have declared their belief that it 
promotes cleanliness and _  sanita- 
tion. 

While most of the county con- 
water is through 
meters, only 40 or 45 per cent of 
the city water consumption is 
metered. Business and industrial 
concerns, hotels and many apart- 
ments have -‘:neters. The city 
meter rates range from 6 2-3 cents 
per 1000 gallons, for large indus- 
trial consumers, to 20 cents for the 
smaller users. The city in the 
fiscal year 1925-26 pumped 43,- 
388,701,870 gal.ons of water, ana 
collected, $3,356,389 from water 
users, making an average return 
to the city of 7.7 cents per 1000 
gallons, for all water used at both 
flat and metered rates. The city 
supplies large quantities of water 
without charge for sprinkling 
street washing and Fire Depart- 
ment use. 

The county water company esti- 
mates that it sells a daily average 
of 9,500,000 to 10,000,000 gallons or 
more than 3,500,000,008 gallons a 
year. President Henby would not 
give a figure on the company’s op- 
erating receipts, and said that the 
total receipts, as shown in reports 
to the Public Service Commission. 
include considerable nonoperating 
revenue, However, its lowest 
scheduled rate is 18 cents per 1090 
gallons, for users of water in ex- 
cess Of 600,000 gallons a quarter. 
This rate ascends to 48% cents per 
1000 for thoSe using not more 
thna 3000 gallons a quarter. 

City Average Per Capita. 

City Water Department officials 
estimate that 35 gallons a day is an 
ample amount of water for any in- 
dividual to use. However, the fig- 


ures of water consumption for the | 


city, including all used for indus- 
trial purposes, show that the daily 
average per capita is 145 gallons. 


Water bills in St. Louis are paid 
semi-annually, while in the county 
they are payable quarterly, except 
that in Webster Groves the munic- 
ipal authorities collect the bills 
semiannually. ‘The county rates 
have been in effect since 1916. The 
city rates were established by an 
ordinance approved in 1918, and 
have not been changed, except that 
in 1920 a 10 per cent discount, 
previously allowed to flat-rate con- 
sumers for prompt payment, 
discontinued. This discount 
amounted to about $150,000 a year. 

Joseph H. Grand, city attorney 
of University City, acting for that 
municipality and for the County 
League of Municipalities, recently 
presented a brief to the Public 
Service Commission opposing the 
county water company’s applica- 


tion for a $6,200,000 valuation. The stock.

SPLIT IN CHURCH 
CONFERENCE AVERTED 


American Bishop Induces East- 
ern Delegates Not to 
Withdraw.

LAUSANNE, Switzerland, Aug. 
19.—The Rt. Rev. Charles H. Brent, 
Protestant Episcopal bishop of New 
York, presiding at the World Con- 
ference*on Faith and Order yester- 
day, found it necessary to remove 
misapprehension as to the true pur- 
pose of the conference. 

The bishop cleared the air after 
the Eastern orthodox delegates had 
announced their inability to ap- 
prove more than.one of the re- 
ports already presented and their 
lack of hope that further reports 
would be acceptable. 

Bishop Brent declared that the 
purpose of the conference was to 
bring to light matters’on which the 
churches differ as well as_ those 
on which they agree and that dis- 
agreement and agreement, frankly 
and clearly stated, serve as the 
basis of progress toward church 
unity. 

Fears entertained that the atti- 
tude of the Eastern Orthodox dele- 
gates meant their immediate with- 
drawal from the conference were 
dissipated by Bishop Brent's state- 
ment and that of the Eastern 
spokesman, the Most Rev. Germa- 
nos Troianos, Metropolitan of Sar- 
dis, who announced that the East- 
ern delegates would remain. 

Nevertheless several orthodcx 
delegates said that so far as their 
church was concerned, thé confer- 
ence was over, that they were s0 
adverse to the views expressed on 
matters of dogma they could not 
vote, but would stay for the re- 
mainder of the conference. 

In presenting the point of view 
of his colleagues, Metropolitan Ger- 
manos said: ‘““‘We have concluded 
with regret that the bases assumed 
for the foundation of the reports 
which are to be submitted to the 
vote of the conference are inconsis- 
tent with the principles of the or- 
thodox church which we _ repre- 
sent.”

TRAFFIC REOPENED ON 
SHANGHAI SOUTHERN LINE 


British Had Cut Railway to Force 
Return of Scized Airplane 
Wings. 

By the Assotiated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 19.—Resump- 
tion of traffic on the railway lead- 
ing from Shanghai to the south, 
which was cut by the British mili- 
tary authorities in retaliation for 
the seizure of a pair of airplane 
wings by the Chinese, is reported 
by Reuters. 

The correspondent forwards 4&4 
report issued by the British mili- 
tary headquarters saying that 
when the wings were surrendered 
by the Chinese last night, orders 
were issued to restore the railway 
line and that traffié was resumed 
this morning. The attituae of the 
Chinese military was courteous 
and conciliatory, the statement 
added. 

Settlement of the incident was 
expedited owing to the desire of 
the Chinese commanders to move 
retreating troops from Nanking, 
which is threatened by the north- 
erners, to a point south ofo Shang- 
hai. This was possible only by 
restoration of the railway.

National Geographic Society 
Wants to Sponsor Scientific 
Research in Antarctic South.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19,—Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd's pro- 
posed expedition to the South Pole 
is to have the co-operation of the 
National Geographic Society which 
announced it would contribute 

25,900 for scientific equipment. 
Trustees said they hoped to obtain 
data which will have important 
bearings on weather forecasting. 
Byrd in 1925 was assigned to com- 
mand the airplane and Navy per- 
sonnel of the MacMillan arctic ex- 
pedition which the society spon- 
sored. 

“Commander Byrd's expedition,” 
said the society's announcement to- 
day, “will doubtlessly be able to 
augment the information contained 
upon the now meager maps of the 
Antarctic continent. Among the 
important problems to be worked 
out by Commander Byrd are those 
relating to the meterorology of the 
southern continent and its effect 
on world weather, especially that 
of the southern hemisphere. 

“Although the field for zoologi- 
cal research in the Antarctic is 
narrow, the party will be on the 
lookout for any specimens that 
may be encountered in regions 
hitherto unvisited by man. Any 
rock specimens that give promise 
of adding to the geological knowl- 
edge of the unexplored continent 
will also be collected.”’

Former Congressman Cleveland 
A. Newton, recuperating at Hu- 
mansville, Mo., after an illness of 
nearly a year, is between two con- 
flicting waves of political pressure. 

He has been visited by many Re- 
publican leaders, who have told 
him that he as a candidate for 
Governor is the only hope of the 
Republicans to carry Missouri in 
1928. On the other hand he has 
been besieged by representatives 
of Republicang who want to be 
Governor with the argument that 
really the United States Senate 


that he should not for a moment 
consider a mere governorship. 

As to Newton, he has listened 
and said nothing of a satisfying 
nature to anybody. 

Newton's strength in St. Louis 
has been demonstrated in eath of 
his campaigns for Congress, and it 
is general knowledge that he is 
strong with the rural voter. As a 
consequence the Republicans in 
the State organization, almost pan- 
icky about Republican success in 
Missouri &fter three years’ experi- 
ence with the Baker administra- 
tion, have selected Newton as the 
one to save the party. 

Newton has told many who have 
urged him to seek the Governor- 
ship that he did not want to be 
a candidate. His arguments have 
been that his health is not good 
rand that after many years of pub- 
lic service he feels that he should 
return to the practice of law. They 
have argued to him that he has 
been favored by the party and that 
when the party needs him he can- 
not refuse to meet the demand. 

Sacks and Schneider ve. 

There was little heard of Newton 
for Senator until within the past 
few days when pressure by friends 
of William Sacks and of William 
R. Schneider, both of St. Louis, 
and both aspirants for the Gover- 
norship, began to be exerted on 
Newton. Neither wants Newton as 
an opponent, and Sacks, at least, 
will not be a candidate if Newton 
should run. 

Henri Chouteau, a former mem- 
ber of the Missouri Legislature. 
and a supporter of Schneider, has 
written to Newton urging the 
Senatorship, expressing the opinion 
that even if Senator Reed should 
seek re-election Newton would have 
no great difficulty in defeating hf. 
“The tremendous independent vote 
which he received in 8t. Louis at 
his last election would not be cast 
in his favor this time,” Chouteau 
said. “Those who voted for him 
at that election on the theory that 
he would promptly repeal the 
eighteenth amendment, have now 
been disillusioned.” 

While Senator Reed has in- 
dicated that it is his intention to 
retire from the Senate next year, 
it is the expectation of Democrats 
generally that he will file for the 
nomination. They say that he will 
add much strength to the ticket 
and that he will heed the demand 
which will be made on him. 

Even though Newton should 
consider the senatorship, there are 
several reasons why he might be 
expected to reject it for the office 
of Governor if he should sgeck 
either, In the first place, the geo- 
graphical question is one of con- 
siderable importance in “g came 
paign. Senator Hawes is a &t. 
Louisan and a candidate from 8t. 
Louis for the other place in the 
Senate would be at a distinct dis- 
advantage owing to the feeling that 
the State outside of St. Louis is

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| BIG JOB FOR A BIG COUNTRY. | 

First into the field with a plan for flood control 
and developing the rivers and harbors, the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association proposes that in the next 
decade the nation devote a billion dollars to tais 
project. It says we are now spending $50,000,000 
a year upon our rivers and harbors without any 
comprehensive plan, and makes the constructive sug- 
gestion that we double this sum with a definite ob- 
jective. 

The Post-Dispatch has said that this is a big job 
for a big country, and we are encouraged by this 
frank conception of it as such. It is impossible 
for the Mississippi Valley Association, however 


experienced by years of work for the rivers, to 
foresee how engineering will approach some phases 
of the problem. Not much importance can be at- 
tached to its suggestion that the way to control 
floods:+is to build spillways, or its recommendation 
of higher levees to confine rivers to their beds, or 
its advocacy of reservoirs for surplus water. Those 
vexing questions are on the laps of the gods. It 
is in answering them, rather than in furnishing the 
money, that uncertainty lies. “Show us what to do 
and we will furnish the money!” exclaimed one of 
the participants In the Chicago conference, which 
defined the status of the matter then and defines it 
now. 

Where the Association is upon solid ground is in 
its conception of the rivers and harbors of the coun- 
try as a single entity. The river workers learned 
this in their battles with Congress. It was when 
they mutualized the interests of the inland rivers 


and the sea coasts that they won that majority sup- 
port which this cause enjoys. It is no doubt true, 
as the Association suggests, that the development of 
hydro-electric energy alone would almost if not quite 
pay for the development of the running streams. 
The potential power of rivers like the Mississippi, 
the Missouri, and the Ohio, has long fascinated en- 
gineering. What could better illustrate its appeal 
even to the lay mind than Mr. Ford's suggestion 
that the Mississippi should be a succession of dams, 
power houses and deep water lakes? 

“The cost of this national undertaking need not 
cause a ripple of anxiety,” says the Association. Nor 
will it cause a ripple of anxiety. It is not, as every 


conference held upon the subject has indicated, a 
financial problem at all. It is an engineering prob | 
lem, perhaps the most comprehensive and puzzling | 
that this great science has ever faced. 

The suggestion made by the Association brings the 
assurance that the matter is not to rest with mere- 
ly thundering in the index. Something is going to 
be done, and by the time Congress meets next De- 
cember all the suggestions will likely be in. There 
can then begin that process of elimination that 
shall bring us at last to the fruit of the national 
genius.

William S. Vare is having trouble in his own home 
town. Philadelphia Republicans have revolted 
against the Vare slate in the city election. The 
bolters have asked J. Hampton Moore, a former 
Mayor, to run for the office as an independent; he 
has consented to do it. 

Mr. Moore consented in a bristling speech. He 
described the Vare candidate for Mayor, Harry A. 
Mackey, as “the bold and versatile attorney who 
appeared before the Senate Committee and shocked 
the country by his recital of the political methods 
prevailing in Philadelphia and Pennsylvania.” Of 
another candidate says Mr. Moore: “The jolly good 
fellow whom he (Vare) picked for Sheriff is yet 
to present himself at the bar of the Senate to an- 
swer for contempt.” Of a third: “For District At- 
torney he took from the bench, where politics are 
out of place, a respected Judge to displace a faith- 
ful officer whose principal offense * * * seems to 
have been the fearless prosecution of crooked elec- 
tion officers serving the machine.” 

In conclusion: “The effrontery of the whole slate 
making proceeding is astonishing. Among crooks 
it would provoke admiration.” 

This, bear in mind, is no Democratic harangue.

F all the dramatic qualities displayed 

by the superb spectacle of the Spring- 
field Republican pleading for justice and 
humanity for two Italians who in its be- 
lief have been condemned to judicial mur- 
der, umexpectedness is not one. The Re- 
publican, throughout its career of 103 years, 
has often done such valiant crusading. Os- 
tensibly a Republican paper. it has a pen- 
chant for following its Own conscience 
rather than the dictates of party. Actually 
a conservative organ, it has frequently trod 
the burning deck in the C&use of the re- 
forms abhorred by unintelligent conserva- 
tives, and fought the good fight in the in- 
terests of the persecuted and wronged 
critics of things-as-they-are,

T was fathered by the spirit of revolt. 

In 1824, Justice Willard, having failed in 
an attempt to start a Democratic journal 
in Springfield to oppose the Federalism 
which still controlled Massachusetts, per- 
suaded Samuel Bowles, then an editor of 
the Hartford Times, to engage in such a 
venture. Bowles borrowed some $400, 
hired an antiquated press,and some type, 
and had his equipment, himself, and fam- 
ily poled up the Connecticut River on a 


flatboat to Springfield. There he deciared, ° 


in the first issue of the weekly Republican, 
an ideal that has characterized the paper 
throughout its history—the ideal that news- 
papers should act as “Safeguards to the 
rights and iiberties of the people.” It was 
a democratic doctrine which required a 
courageous exponent, for: the tyrannical 
Federalism of the time still controlled the 
Congressional district in which Springfield 
was located, and was universally venerated 
by the church and the wealthy. 
* s * 


HE Republican’s superiority to the false 

ideal of party regularity early became 
evident. Unable to follow Andrew Jackson 
because it thought him of the dictatorial 
type, and reinforced in its opinion by his in- 
auguration of the spoils system, it threw in 
its lot with the Whigs. There it femained as 
long as that party fulfilled the Bowles con- 
ception of a vital political organization un- 
der real leadership. But when the party 
refused to meet the slavery issue, the Re- 
publican, then under the editorship of the 
second Samuel Bowles, declared the Whig 
party a useless relic and proposed a new 
Organization to grapple with the greatest 
problem of the time. What stand this new 
party should take on the issue was per- 
fectiy clear to the Republican. As early 
as 1837 the paper had opposed the admit- 
tance of Texas because it believed such an 
act would make slavery sentiment too pow- 
erful. Later it had deserted Webster on 
account of the latter’s indorsement of the 
institution. By 1854 it had come to demand 
the removal of a Boston judge who had 
enforced the fugitive slave law. So, inevi.- 
tably. Bowles became one of the founders 
of the Republican party.

WO incidents of this period show, per- 

haps better than any others in the 
Paper's career, the tendency which now 
leads it to take its present stand toward 
Sacco ang Vanzett. One was its fight for 
tolerance and justice for oppressed and 
persecuted minorities when the Knhow- 
Nothing party, in 1854-55, was stirring up 
religious and racial hatred with the nos- 
trums of anti-Catholiciem and antt-alten- 
ism. Bowles’ brilliant and successful battle

Horace Greeley to call the Republican “the 
best and ablest country journal ever pub- 
lished on this continent.” The other 
prophetic incident was the paper's fight 
for individual] liberties during the Civil 
War. Then, as later, during the World War, 
officialdom attempted to introduce the vi- 
cious notion that the exigencies of wartime 
justified the negation of the Bill of Rights. 
The Republican’s fight against this notion, 
and particularly. against the trial of ¢ivilians 
by military courts, was justified by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the Milligan case.

T was a day when people took their 

politics, like their liquor, straight, when 
practices prevailed which are today impos- 
sible, and when newspapers were able to 
condemn such practices in a way which is 
now unknown. In the later sixties, the 
Republican interested itself in exposing and 
denouncing the fraudulent railroad finafic- 
ing of the notorious Jim Fisk Jr.. and his 
partners. Under the title of the “New 
Hero of Wall Street,” it described these op- 
erations as pure swindling, but declared that 
the perpetrators might be able to justify 
them legally, “at least in the New York 
courts, several of which they seem wholly 
to own.”

For An Appetizer. 

Toasted Cheese makes a tempt- 
ing appetizer served before a 
Dutch lunch. Slice Swiss cheese in 
square pieces one-fourth inch 
thick. and toast under the broiler. 
Meantime heat saltines in the 
oven, place a square of heese on 
each. brush lightly with mustard 
and top with a disk cut from 
canned pimento- 

For Vegetable Course. 

Select six green peppers or pl- 
mentoe: of regular size. Clip the 
tops from them and remove all 
seeds and fibers. Place in boiling 
water tc which a pinch of soda has 
been added. 
one and one-half tablespoonfuls 
butter, add two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, stir to a paste, then add one- 
half cupful milk and cook to a 
thick sauce. Fold in one-half cup- 
ful of Switzerland cheese cut in 
small pieces, one well beaten ege 
and one cupful of soft bread 
crumbs. Season with salt and pap- 
rika, drain the peppers and fill. 
Top with dry bread crumbs and a 
wafer thin slice of genuine Swiss 
cheese. Place in a dripping pan, 
pour one-half cupful of water or 
tomato juice about the peppers and 
bake one-half hour. Serve at once. 

For Salad Course. 

Beald, chill and peel six ripe, firm 
tomatoes of regular size, and hol- 
low them out. Cut into dice four 
stalks of~-eelery, two dill pickles. 
one hard cooked egg and enough 
genuine Swiss cheese to make one- 
fourth cupful.

FOR NEXT WINTER 


Plan Your Schedule and Then 
Watch for the Best Qual- 
ity Fruit. 


During this delightful season of 
fresh fruits and vegetables it is 
well to begin to think about va- 
riety for next winter. If you put 
up your own fruit and vegetables 
begin now to plan for the stock 
of your store closet. This is 4 
study in itself if you are to have 
fullest variety and fullest food 
value represented in your meals 
next season. 

Canned Peaches. 
(Cold ‘ack Method.) 

Remove the skin, cut in halves, 
removing stones, drop into cold 
water to keep from turning yel- 
low. Blanch one and one-half 
minutes in boiling water, then 
plunge in <-1d water. Pack close- 
ly in hot jars. Fill to overflow- 
ing’ with hot :grup. Put rubbers 
and caps in position, not tight. 
Sterilize in hot water bath for 20 
minutes. “VF n done, remove im- 
mediately one jar at a time, tight- 
en top and stand upside down to 
cool. 

Peach Butter. 

Wash the peaches and remove 
the “fuzz” by rubbing them with a 
damp cloth, but not peel them. 
Place them in a granite kettle, add 
@ little atcr, and stew them un- 
til they are very tender. Run them 
through a fruit press or colander 
’ to remove ihe pits and skins. Put 
the pulp into a clean preserving 
kettle and sv eeten it to suit the 
taste. Boil it until it is very thick 
and of a rich.color, stirring it con- 
stantly, Pour it into carefully heat- 
ed jars while it is boiling hot, and 
geal them at once with new rub- 
bers. Peach butter is ordinarily 
considered better if it does not 
céntain spices. Use great care in 
making the butter; stir it con- 
stantly and vigorously, so it will 


not burn. brown evenly. 


Peach Jam. 

Take two and one-half pound 
peaches, one cracked peach seed, 
ene pound of sugar, three whole 
alispice, one-half teaspoon whole 
cloves and one-half cup peach

Few Articles of Food Can Be Pre- 
pared and Served in So Many 
Delicious Ways. 

Ths average company dinner 
this time of year generally in- 
cludes chicken. snasmuch as 
springers are mid-cun ner delica- 
cies, the chicken di-"es served this 
time of year at the home company 
dinher is very apt to be a plump 
hon either baked or fricassed. 

Recipes for these dishes follow: 

Chicken Fricassee. 

Cut up a fowl and put it a piece 
at a time into sizzling hot chicken 
fat or bacon dripping in a heavy 
Kettle.

of paprika and one-quarter tea- 
s. ronful of pepper. Add enough 
cold water so that it may bé seen 
aroun” ‘he chicken, but does not 
cover it. Simmer gently for two 
to three hours or until done. Ar- 
range on a hot platter with the 
drumsticks crossed at one end, the 
wings at the other, and the ‘breast 
and second joints in the middle. 
Surround with gravy made by 
thickening the sauce in the pot, 
and wirnisi with mounds of bolted 
rice, parley sprigs or celery crrls.

Peach Conserve. 

Take fifteen peaches, one cup 
blanched almonds, one pint of 
pineapple run through the food 
ghopper or one pint can of pine- 
apple and three and one-half cups 
sugar. Chop peaches fine and 
add to pineapple. Add sugar to 
mixture and let stand one hour. 
Then cook slowly for forty-five 
minutes. Add almonds and cook 
ten minutes longer.

HE WAS JEALOUS 


ook Battice, Who Killed Wo- 
man at Sea, Testifies She 
Jeered at His Protests. 


Special From the New York Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—Ear! 
Leo Battice resumed the witness 
stand today in Federai Judge An- 
derson’s court where he is on trial 
for the murder of his wife, the 
mother of three children, aboard 
the schooner Kingsway last Febru- 
ary. His testimony, begun yester- 
day, Was interrupted by the ad- 
journment of court. 

Battice said he had implored his 
wife, for the sake of their children. 
to break with Kari Badke, donkey 
engineman aboard the schooner, on 
which Battice was cook and his 
wife stewardess. He testified that 
these protests were met. by r3- 
quests from his wife to bring Badke 
to her. 

Battice took the stand after tes- 
timony had been given by Miss 
Emily Zamot, 18 years old, love 
for whom the Government asserts 
was the motive for the murder. 
The girl testified that she had met 
Battice and his wife in San Juan. 
She said she had volunteered to 
teach them Spanish. Battice ac- 
cepted. but the only interest he 
showed was in the phrase, “Te 
amo mucho” (“I dove you). She 
said that Battice had declared his 
love for her “a thousand times in 
one month.” 

On her cross-examination yester- 
day she asserted she never really 
loved Battice; she did not like the 
mulatto’s eyes or his manner of 
dressing. Battice has large pierc- 
ing, brown eyes. She said the only 
reason she pretended to return his 
love was because “he threatened 
to kill if I did not.” 

Battice gave his age as 23, and 
said he was born in Gulfport, Miss. 
At 16, he said, he went to sea as 
a mess boy. He admitted he had 
made love to Miss Zamot, but iIn- 
sisted that her desire to “run away 
from a mean uncle” caused them 
to leave San Juan together. 

He said when he discovered his 
wife’s friendship for Badke, he told 
Badke to stay away from Mrs. Bat- 
tice. He said he also remonstrated 
with his wife, but her only reply 
was that she was going ahead, re- 
gardiess of what he said. Then he 
went to look for a revolver. Fail- 
ing to find one, he borrowed a 
razor the following day. Then he 
related that, after supper, when 
he was ready to go to bed, his wife 
demanded that he send for Badke. 
At this point court adioufned.
